THE Sr. LOUIS TRIAL. 


POOR UNCLE BILLY. 
HIS UNEXPECTED CONVICTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Lous, Jan. 31.—St. Louis has had her 
proportion of important criminal trials, but no 
old citizen remembers any like circumstance to 
the McKee trial, which resulted at 10 o'clock to- 
night with a verdict of guilty. The trial has 
progressed for twelve days, and. during this 
whole time, the interest manifested by the peo- 
ple has been extraordinary, until to-day it re- 
sulted in auch throngs in the streets near the 
oourt- room that it was with difficulty that a pas- 
sage could be made through the thoroughfares. 

THE CHARGE TO THE JURY, 
delivered by Judge Dillon, was of unusual 
length, and it boré on its face a survey of the 
whole evidence and the able arguments both for 
ite defense and the Government. After the 
evening papers were circulated, containing the 
charge of the Court to the jury, but 
one sentiment seemed to prevail, and 
that was acquittal. Indeed, it is apparent 
that a current of sympsthy for the 
defendant had been setting in for several days 
past, bat it was not believed that such a feeling 
had reached the jury, as they were, during the 
whole trial, kept closely quartered in 6 room at 
Barnum's Hotel, which was specially provided 
for their accommodation.

THE MAGTIRE CAsE. 

On the opening of the Court this afternoon 
the impaveling of the jury in the Maguire 
case was immediately proceeded with, resulting 
in the selection of twelve gentlemen from in- 
terior counties. They were closely questioned 
by counsel on both sides, but none of them had 
any Opinion touching the guilt or innocence of

Maj. Lucian Eaton, one of the special counsel 
for the Government, then opened the cause with 
a statement c what the prosecution expocted to 
prove againet accused. He stated that the prose-

was to receive, showing he expected a share of 
the Ring fund, and some other general! matters, 
The commission of Maguire as Collector of In- 
ternal Kevenue and some otber documents were 
then submitted, and the Court adjourned. 
** GUILTY.” 

According to previous announcement, the 
Court reconveoed at 10 p. m., Judge Treat on 
the bench, to receive what the jury in tho 
McKee case might have to present. A quarter 
of an hour later the jury came in with the fol- 
lowing verdict: ** We, the jury, find the defend- 
ant guilty.” Counsel for the defense asked that 
the jury be poiled, which was done, and all re- 
sponded affirmativeiy. 

BONDS. 

Judge Treat then stated in relation to bonds 
that we would prefer that matter should be do- 
cided by Judge Dillon. It was then agreed that 
defendant sbould be called to-morrow morning 
upon the Opening of the court and the amount 
of bonds determined bya full Bench. Defend- 
ant left the court-room with his counsel and nu- 
merous sympatbizing friends. Tne verdict was 
unexpected. almost everybody anticipating a 
disagreement or acquittal.

The main 
feature of the trial of Babcock will be the in ter- 
pretation of his correspondence with convicted 
or suspected parties.

THE PROSECUTIONS. 
SOME INTERESTING READING FOR EVERYBODY. 
Special Dispatch to The Caicago Tribune, 

Mmwwaukrz, Jan. 31.—The situation in this 
city at present is so peculiar, and differs so 
greatly from anything that has been chronicled 
in Chicago or St. Louis, that it is necessary to 
review it briefly in the light of al! that has hap- 
pened from the boginning. The first point that 
is of interest is that here, even more than in 
other cities, was the testimony of members of 
the Ring necessary to insure convictions. It has 
not been generally known that when the first at- 
tempt was made on the Ring the work was given 
to J. J. Brooks ( Old Brooks”), who came here 
with several assistants, and devoted somo weeks 
to watching the distillerks and carefully noting 
the quantity or spirits taken away from cach. 

THE RESULT OF HIS RESEARCHES 
was to show that the distillers were carting 
away from twice to three times as many barrele 
as they returned to the Government. Now, here 
was a prima facie case against the houses and on 
the strength of it Gen. Hedrick and Mr. Brooks 
were ordered to seize the places. It looked on 
the face of it as if there was no doubt avout the 
proof, but, when the Government had posees- 
sion, they came to see that they had somethieg 
like an elephant in their Revenue stable. For 
bebold the distillers had been allowed to build 
sheds adjoining their distilleries and to store 
spirits ia them. To be sure. the law says that no 
such storehouse shall be suffered within 600 feet 
ot a distillery; nevertheless the sheds were 
there, sod were used for the purposes named, 
and in many cases they bad no other entrance 
than through the distillery premises. The effect 
of this on Mr. Brooks’ discoveries is instantly 
appareot. 
IT SPOILED THEM AS LEGAL PROOF, 

for, when the detective came in and swore that 
he saw 100 barrela removed from a certain dis- 
tillery during a given week, when the distiller's 
report was only indicative of fifty, then in came 
tho distiller and swore that the other fifty bar- 
rels were taken from tho storehouse, and the 
Government had no testimony to controvert 


bim. 

Again, the Brooks testimony was incomplete 
in that he could not swear that the barrels had 
whisky inthem. To be sure, the chances were 
about a million to one that the barrels were 
filled with . crooked,” but yet the distiller would 
get out on the odd chance unless it were stopped. 
Speaking generally of the testimony on which 
the seizures were made, it is quite enough to say 
that it was 80 little esteemed by the Prosecuting 
Attorney that in drawing his 3 against 
the distallers it did not figure at aii.

After- 
wards it was alleged that McKeaney gave to 
their counsel a Written agreement that the four 
should not be prosecuted at ai!—neither for the 
criminal offense nor inn civil soit. This again 
raised row, afd it took Col. Matthews to 
straighten ont matters.

COCHRAN’S CASE. 
WHAT HIS CRIME WAS. 

The Cochran case, which will be tried in the 
United States Court this morning, is, as will be 
remembered, one of those very plain cases in 
which the evidence is all on one side, —the side 
of the Government in this case. The two 
Cochrans, with their able coadjutor, R. P. 
Hotehina,were engaged in crooked transactions 
for come time previous to their seizure last 
epring. They had at first worked secretly, 
carting away barrels, and bringing them back 
to the distillery to be refilled at such times 
and in such a manner as to escape detec- 
tion. At last tho eyes 
local department were turned on this 
particular distillery, and they discovered the 
various processes by which the firm were 
defrauding the Government of its revenue. 
They had grown so bold from successful exploits 
aud apparently perpetual immunity from deteo- 
tion and punishment that they had by this time 
ceased to remember that eternal vigilance ia the 
price of carrying on successful operations iu 
swindling the Government out of its whisky tax. 


Oue evening about dusk two or three Deputy 
Collectors emerged from their biding- 
places in the neighborhood, from 
which they had observed the men 


about the distillery sending away barrels of spir- 
its. They had remained concealed until the 
empty barrels had been returned on the distillery 
wagon. Ibe men connected with the piace were 
leigurely refilling the same barrels witb spirits 
from the wine-room, taking no more precaution 
in their actions than any one would who had 
long been used to s career of crime and 
had hitherto succeeded in escaping arrest. 
The deputies put a sudden stop to pro- 
ceedings by sewing the entire establish- 
ment. The two Cochraos were subsequently 
indicted by the Grand Jury, but one ot them, 
Andrew by name, had taken the precaution to 
prepare for this very probabie fate, and had left 
the scenes of his daring exploits fora more 


d far mo clime. The

Im the face of this piea, it will be 
shown that they were cognizant of all that was 
going oo, and that they reape@ their reward iu 
dumping tbeir spirits into certain ng 
bouses without even so much as the use of 
stamps other thao those poor, worn-out, much- 
used pictures which had originally graced the 
barrels, and which they designed should serve 
same useful purpose for all time.

ASTRONOMICAL, 


Occultation of the Pleiades by the 
Moon on Thursday Evening. 

On the evening of Thursday next the moon 
will pass directly between us and the Pleiades, 
or “seven stars,” ad they are usually called, hid- 
ing from our view five out of the six that are 
visible to the eye of the ordinary observer. 
The phenomenon will begin at a luttle befbre 8b. 
lim. p. m., with the ocoultation of the star 
marked b in the accompanying diagram, and end 
at about IIh. 14m. P. m., when the star marked 
f will emerge, after having been obscured 
about 40 minutes. At the flrst- named time the 
moon will have passed the meridian nearly an 
bour previously, aud be 64 degrees sbove the 
horizon; at the last-named tame ber altitade 


will be 83 degrees:

Tue phenomenon will be 2 very interesting 
one to those who take pleasure in watching the 
stars. The moon being near her first quarter 
will not be so bright as to overpower the light of 
the stars. and the successive ‘‘ contacta” may 
be watched distinctly through a good opera- 
glass or a small telescope. With either of these 
instruments the star / can be seen, and its 
emersion will not o¢cur till some twelve minutes 
after f has passed from behind the moon. The 
most striking feature in the exhibition wili re- 
suit from the fact that the unillumiuated edge 
of the moon will cnt off thelight of each 
star in succession (except e, which is too 
far north to be oceulted). As we qannot see that 
dark part of the moon, the stars will seem to 
drop ont of existence without pay aor 
cause; they will emerge from behind the t 
of the dises. 
To the working altronomer the passage of the 
moon over the Pleiades will be mach more than 
a mere peep show. It is intended, u the 
weather permit, toemploy the Great Equatorial 
telescope at the Dearborn Observatory, in ob- 
serving the instants of occultation aud emer- 
sion, a8 nearly as possible. If these observa- 
tions be a suctess, a= series of lengthy 
calculations will be afterwards, entered u 
for the purpose of ascertaining how much. 
in which direction, the true places of the moon 
at those instante differ from the positions de- 
duced by caloulation. This may prove to be of 
service in further correcting the values of the 
lunar elements now employed iu calculating the 
lunar places for the use of seamen and land as -

The Michigan Avenue Baptist Church is under 
a cloud. It is struggling with a heavy debt, on 
whieh it cannot pay the interest. The pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. Ellis, tendered his resignation a 
short time since. It has not yet been formally 
accepted by the congregation. The church owes 
him about $2,000 on account of his salary. 
There is no monev in the church coffers. The 
pew-holders are slow to pay up. Hard times and 


dullness in trade are assigned as the reason. 


Some time ago the Trustees sold the site of 
the old place of worship at the corner of Wabash 
avenue and Kighteenth street. They got 638, 000 
in cash for it. There was a mortgage of $20,000 
on the property. This lien still stands. The 
Truatees promised to look after its payment. It 
has not been paid, and interest is accumulating. 
The Trustees will have to eventually pay it ail, 
principal and yey 

The present church edifice, near the corner of 
Thirty-first street and Michigan avenue, is 
mortgaged for $30, There is interest due 

which the church is not in a condition to pay. 

Tus total liabilities of the church are u the 
vicinity of $60,000. Previous to the pasio the 
church went into 6 land speculation. It pur- 
chased a block of 120 acres in Hyde Park. This 
tract was subdivided into saburban residence lots 
and placed on the market. A large number of 
those lots were soli, and, bad the panic not put 
in an appearance, the managers of the scheme 
would have probably e 8 nice little 
sum to go the credit side of the — 
and loss account of the church. 
ever, the financial depression of the 
past two years anndlied the most of the 
and the bulk of the property reverted to the 
Trustees. There was a mortgage on the prop- 
erty for some $40,000, on which interest was ac- 
cumulating. Dr. Koome was appealed to, sod 
be generously responded. He took the whole 
scheme off the ds of the church, and as- 
sumed the payment of the mortgage.

THE VON BULOW CONCERT. , 

The first of the brief series of Von Bulow 
concerts was given last evening at McCormick's 
Hall. The house was not as full as it should 
have been, but still it was a good audience, con- 
sidermmg the capricious character of Chicago 
concert-goers, and, better thao all for the pianist, 
at least in a musical sense, it was the most music- 
al audience that has been assembled in Chicago 
for years. All of the prominent musicians aud 
musical connoisseurs of the dit were in attend- 
ance, and they gave the great pienist, therefore, 
the meed of an earnest, appreciative, and critical 
attention, and the applause which greeted his 
playing was discriminative, aud based upon 
sometbing better than a mere impulse or en- 
thusiasm. 

It was nearly quarter past 8 before Von Bulow 
made his appearance, and as he came down the 
stage to his instrument with rapid step he re- 
ceived a most cordial greeting. The prints 
which bave heralded his coming in the shop win- 
dows give a very fair idea of bis personnel. He 
is short, slightly-built, and nervous in action, 
with @ face full of character, a brow denoting 
great intellectuality, and an expression about 


the mouth and eyes indicating decided firmness, 


and even aggressiveness. His complexion is 
dark, his forehead arched and high, and 
hie bait black, and straight, with small 
pointed beard. He seated himself at his piano 
without any flourish, and after withdrawing bis 
gloves was ready for the serious work of the 
evening. There is nothing bizarre or eccentric 
in his appearance, as in the case of Rubinstein, 
and nothing of thet personal magnetism whith 
characterizes the latter. There is little impres- 
sive in the man, but much in his performance. 
The programme was a noble one. Its compo- 


sition shows the wide range of Von Bulow's art 


and its eclectic character. The scope of fthis 
programme is remarkably comprehensive, cov- 
eriog 200 years of music. It commenced with 
John Sebastian Bach, the fountain-head of mod- 
ern music, and ended with Liszt, who belongs not 
only to the present but to the school of the 
future. The transitions of the programme 
were never 


bromatique, bris¢liog with difficulties, and dis- 
playing players astonishi mas of 
technique. were appropriately followed by 
thoven, who firat developed the sonata and sym- 

bony as their complete and methodical propor- 
— and of th master be gave us the opus 31 
No. 3, which was an absolute revelation. From 
Beethoven he reaches igto our own time with 
the prelude and fngue, 8p. 38, No.1, of Men- 
delssohn, and three of bis “Songs without 
Words,” in the first of which numbers the theme 
was maintained all through the harmonic web 
with the most absolute précision. From the 
elegance of Mendelssohn we naturally pase to 
the delicate, almost ——— of Chopin, 
with his envied Polish song, the nocturne, 
op. 27, No. 2, the lovely Cradle Song, which has 
8 or colored all cradle songs siuce. and the 
Waltz, op. 42. Then again, what more vatural, 
o go to his rhapsodical 
biographer, Liszt? This programme, as we 
have said, covers the general ground of two 
centuries of music. The remainder of the set 
give us the details, with illustrations, from Han- 
del, Haydn, Mozart, Gluck, Schumann, Schubert, 
and Wagner. Ia these eclectic programmes we 
ua ve as comprehensive a selection of music as 
one could desire, showing not only the 
scholastic character of the player himself, but 
the resources of the piano when manipulated 
by a master. 

His playing througbout the whole evening was 
watched with the ‘closest attention, and probably 
all judges of music preSent would agree in an 
aualysis like the following. In memory, azton- 
ishing even to the slightest detail. In adher- 
ence to the score, perfect fidelity, reading the 
composer’s ideas just as he has written them, 
with the most scrupulous regard to tempers, ac- 
cents, and expression, giving every note and the 
meanivg of every pote. His is abso- 
tute perfection, and this, joined with the consum- 
mate evenness and finish of his tone, 
as in the Beethoven sonata, for instance, 
developed the meaning of the composer 
and brought out the full beauty and grandeur 
of the music mor clearly than it has ever been 
done here before. His touch is not enly elegant 
and refined, but has anerring precision, whether 
in fortissimos or pianissimos, with te or 5 7

' MYVICKER’S THEATRE. 

Mr. Ber De Bar is one of a few remaining 
representatives Of an old school of actors, who 
grew up with the country. He grew upa good 
actor. He adberes rigidly to old traditions, and 
his acting is marked by little attempt at original- 
ity. It is marked by something much better 
a fine percevtion of propriety, intelligent elocu- 
tion, simplicity, and, in short, an educated s- 
thetic sense. His Falstaff ia, without doubt, 
the best now extant on the American stage. 
We find much to admire in his rendering 
of the part. He portrays adniirably the 
hypocrisy, cunning, good humor, affection, 
impudence, audacity, selfishness, and phi- 
losophy of the fat old knight, His 
Falstaff lies with a dexterity and unction that 
almost win the esteem of the listener. He 
langhs with a true inwardness that spreads 
like a contagion.

His iu- 
finite bluster is 9 2 his actions modest, his 
treatment of the Prince almost nn mae | n 
reflection, we do not think that this quality of 
Mr. De Bar's Falstaff is a blemish. It may 
not be suited to the modern idea of 
fun, which demands boisteroushess rather than 
delicacy; but we thiok students of Shakspeare 
will tind it a most grwteful observance of the 
modesty of nature. A comparison of Mr. De 
Bar’s Falstaff with Hackett’ would probably be 
partial and unjust to the living comedian or the 
dead one, in proportion as prominence was given 
toagreat mame or to fresh impressions of 
agreeable acting.

DISCRIMINATIONS. 
THE BOARD OF TRADE COMMITTEE. 

The Committee on Transportation appointed 
by the Chicago Board of Trade to investigate the 
railroad discriminations against this city has 

n upusually busy since the testimony was all 
™ It has held. three long private sessions 
since, and considered the voluminous evidence 
thathas been gathered during the past few 
weeks, eso some evidence which has come in 
from outside towns since. Another long meet- 
ing of the Committee was held last evening 
at the office of Mr. W. F. Baker, 
on LaSalle street, at which letters 
were read from numerous shippers 
showing the intense interest taken in regard to 
the unjust discriminations made by the rail- 
roads of this city. All the preliminary business 
necessary to commence the final report was 
completed. The work of writing out the report, 
which will be alengthy and very elaborate docu- 
ment, has been divided among the various mem- 
bers of the Committee. It will be principally 
written by Messrs. Stevens, Baker, Pope, and 
Stiles. These gentlemen are as able and 
experienced business men as. there 
are in Chicago, and fully conver- 
sant with the important subject on 
their hands. From them a réport may be ex- 
pected which will cover all the ground and show 
to what extent Chicago has been injured by the 
evariciousness or shortsightedoess of ite rail- 

ers. They have all the facts and
